| the Victory over the Turkiſh Fleet was received at 
Peterſbourg; and is tranſlated into Engliſh, by defire of the 
Princeſs Daſchoff, in order to give ſome idea of her Impe · 
rial Majeſty's Character, and of Ruſſian Eloquence. 
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F the memory of the Great and Good ought according 
|| to the word of God to be had in everlaſting remem- 

brance; aſſembled here as we are, what elſe can engage 
our attention, what elſe excite our praiſe and admiration, - 
but the founder of this Temple and City, PzTtr Great in his 
actions as his name, in truth the Father of his Country! 


But it may be ſaid, why now in particular do we offer the 
incenſe of Gratitude, and light up thoſe altars which ought 
never to be extinguiſhed? Were we filent on this occaſion, 
the very ſtones of theſe walls would bear undoubted teſti- 
mony, that nothing preſents itſelf before our eyes, but what 
owes to him its beginning and exiſtence. All is the fruit of 
his enlightened and penetrating Genius. By the introduction 
of Arts and Sciences into his country, he hath diſpelled the 
Clouds of Ignorance, and brought Truth to our view. It 
was he whoſe military Spirit formed our warriors to become 
the terror and amazement of the world. He opened firſt

thoſe mines from whence we draw the ſinews of war; to him 
Religion itſelf is indebted, and that its great truths are taught 
by its miniſters to the people, was the inſtitution of his wiſ- 


J dom. In a word, whatever excellence preſents itſeif to our 


ſenſe, or our imagination, PETER either founded, improved, 
or brought to Perfection. 


Indebted as ſhe 1s for all theſe benefits, can Russ 1A ſo far 
forget herſelf, as to omit one moment celebrating the name 
of PETER, and making her boaſt of him on every occaſion ? 
What then is the more particular circumſtance of this day ? 
PgTAR the Great is alive again; he lives in CATHERINE the 
Second.
